That is not so important, 
U.S. planes raid 
deep into north 


SAIGON (AP) - U.S. bomb­ 
ers and fighter-bombers struck 
deep into North Vietnam today, 
attacking supply depots, trans­ 
portation facilities and air de­ 
fenses 8 0 miles south of Hanoi, 
the northern capital. 
Aground, North Vietnamese 
troops launched furious attacks 
around An Loc and knocked a 
South Vietnamese battalion out 
of action near that district capi­ 
tal 60 miles north of Saigon. 
In announcing the raids on 
North Vietnam, the U.S. Com­ 
mand said the attacks centered 
around Thanh Hoa near the 
coast, 215 miles north of the de­ 
militarized zone separating the 
Vietnams. An Air Force F4 
Phantom jet was shot down 42 
miles southeast of Thanh Hoa. 
The two crewmen bailed out 
over the Gulf of Tonkin and 
were rescued by helicopter, the 
Command reported. 
The raids were the deepest 
since heavy strikes last Sunday 
near Hanoi and the nearby port 
of Haiphong. In both cases, the 
aerial blows were aimed at 
knocking out supplies feeding 
the North Vietnamese offensive 


in South Vietnam. 
The U.S. command said in a 
statement that the latest raids 
were against “military targets 
in North Vietnam that are help­ 
ing support the Communist in­ 
vasion across the demilitarized 
zone into South Vietnum.” 
The Command declined to 
disclose the number of aircraft 
involved in the strikes, but oth­ 
er sources said as many as 20 
B5 2s and 100 to 150 Air Force 
and Navy fighter-bombers took 
part. 
The United States resumed 
the bombing of North Vietnam 
last April 6, a week after the 
North Vietnamese launched the 
biggest offensive since Tet 1968.

SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(AP) — Apollo 16 astronauts 
John W. Young and Charles M. 
Duke Jr. stepped onto a rocky 
plateau today to begin man’s 
first exploration in the moun­ 
tains of the moon. 
Young’s footfall, the ninth hu­ 
man imprint in the ancient lu­ 
nar dust, was recorded at 11:5 6 
a.m. EST. Duke followed him 
down the ladder of the landing 
ship Orion five minutes later. 
“ Here you are mysterious 
and unknown Descartes, high­ 
land plains,” Young said as he 
touched the surface. “ Apollo 16 
is going to change your im­ 
age.” 
The explorers hope in this 
mountainous Descartes region 
to find evidence that volcanoes 
once erupted beneath the lunar 
surface, sculpturing mountains, 
canyons and plains in the for­ 
mative period more than four 
billion years ago. 
An antenna problem on Orion 
prevented a television camera 
from relaying pictures of their 
first steps on the moon as was 
the case on previous lunar 
landings. 
The astronauts were to erect 
their own portable antenna on 
the surface to make later tele­ 
vision possible. 
Young and Duke, who almost 
had their landing cancelled 
Thursday 
when 
astronaut 
Thomas 
K. 
Mattingly 
had 
trouble with the command ship 
Casper, were awestruck by the 
landscape of mountains, craters 
and desolate desert-like terrain. 
“ It’s absolutely beautiful!” 
Duke exclaimed. “ There are 
rocks all over the place.” 
“ Fantastic, super!” Young 
said. 
“ There’s a big hole over 
there. I never saw such a big 
hole,” the Apollo 16 command­ 
er commented. “ It’s probably 
10 meters deep.”

He said the landing site was 
smooth and couldn’t have been 
better. 
“ Anyplace else around here 
and we’d have landed on a 
great big slope,” he said. 
The explorers, eager to get 
started 
today, 
quickly

of schedule. 
They depressurized the cabin 
so that it matched the outside 
vacuum and after checking 
with Mission Control, Young 
said: “ Okay, let’s go.” 
As the Apollo 16 commander 
stood on the hatch stoop, he ex­ 
claimed: “ My golly, how beau­ 
tiful! There is a big boulder!” 
During the seven-hour ex­ 
cursion, 
Young 
and 
Duke 
planned to set up a nuclear- 
powered science station and to 
drive 
their 
battery-powered 
moon car across an undulating 
plain to inspect two craters 
named Spook and Flag for evi­ 
dence of volcanic activity and 
other lunar secrets. 
Mission Control told Young 
and Duke before they retired 
Thursday night that one of 
their moon walks might have to 
be canceled and their time on 
the surface shortened because 
of a late landing that resulted 
from an engine problem in the 
command ship Casper. 
After a night of study, Mis­ 
sion Control determined there 
was enough water and power 
aboard the lunar craft Orion to 
support the full stay on the 
moon of 73 hours. 
After rejoining the command 
ship the astronauts had planned 
an extra two days conducting 
experiments in lunar orbit. The 
new flight plan calls for them 
to eliminate one of those days 
and to fire back toward earth 
Monday night instead of Tues­ 
day. Splashdown in the Pacific 
will be Thursday, a day early. 


A jury composed of three women and nine 
men was deliberating at press time today fol­ 
lowing the close of a three-day trial for 20- 
year-old Richard Sweet. 
A new twist was introduced by Defense 
Atty. William Stone as Sweet and Bill Pate 
took the stand yesterday afternoon. 
Both Sweet and Pate face similar charges 
of armed robbery, aggravated assault and 
unlawful restraint stemming from the alleged 
captivity on Dec. 1, 1971, of two agents with 
the Illinois Bureau of Investigation. Agents 
Jon Sandusky and Pete Lackey had infiltrat­ 
ed an alleged drug ring operating in the Dixon 
area. They were in a farmhouse located on 
the northwest corner of Lowell Park Road 
and 111. 26, when, they testified, guns were 
pulled on them and their identities ques­ 
tioned. 
Under oath, both Pate and Sweet told the 
court that both agents were in the farmhouse 


the night before the raid, smoking marijuana 
and drinking. Pate said “ Lackey took his gun 
from a side holster saying they (the agents) 
needed protection. They lived in East St. 
Louis and did a lot of deals. They needed pro­ 
tection because ‘coons,’ as they called them, 
were dangerous.” 


Several hours before the agents arrived 
Dec. 1, Pate told Sweet he had $700 stolen 
from him and he suspected Jon and Pete. “ He 
asked me to stay around,” Sweet said, “until 
the men came to the farmhouse.” 


Soon after the agents arrived, around 6:30 
p.m., they were confronted by Gary Scudder 
and David Carson holding shotguns. Sweet 
said the agents were told to put their hands in 
the air. “ Lackey reached down for his gun 
with his right hand and I grabbed it from his 
hand.” “At any time did you point the gun at 
Lackey,” Stone asked his client. Sweet an­ 


swered “no, no one in the room did.” 
State’s witness John Lightner, one of the 
persons in the farmhouse testified earlier he 
saw Sweet holding the gun on Lackey the en­ 
tire time. At one point, Lightner said, “he 
shoved the gun into Lackey’s stomach.” 
Sweet continued by saying “ Pate asked 
the men about the $700 and if they knew any­ 
thing about it. He asked for their wallets after 
telling them he didn’t want their money. This 
is not a rip-off.” 
Asst. State’s Atty. Edwin Merrick recalled 
the agents to the stand. Both men denied 
hearing anything about $700 being taken from 
Pate while being held at gunpoint or smoking 
marijuana the night before. 
Earlier reports said the agents were at the 
farmhouse in the process of making a drug 
buy when their identities were challenged and 
their guns and wallets taken. Both men 
jumped through a window on a pre-arranged 


signal and were met by nearby surveillance 
teams across the street. 


in finai arguments this morning, Stone 
told the jury “ there are two sides to every 
story and my client took the stand and related 
what happened. There is no motive for rob­ 
bery, nothing was taken from anyone by my 
client, except the gun, and that only when 
Lackey went to pull it from his holster.

Living costs ease and 
earnings show increase 


Another

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
rise in living costs eased last 
month and workers’ average 
earnings showed the largest 
March increase in seven years, 
the government said today. 
The Consumer Price Index, 
m easuring 
typical 
family 
spending rose two-tenths of one 
per cent, less than half the 
February increase, including a 
marked slowing of grocery 
prices from the month before, 
the Labor Department’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics said. 
The bureau said that on a 
seasonally adjusted basis—fig­ 
uring 
the 
usually 
expected 
March increase—there was no 
change in living costs for the 
first m^nth in more than five 
years. 
The report said living costs 
were 3.5 per cent above a year 
ago compared with a 4.1 per 
cent annual rate of increase in 
the six months before President 
Nixon imposed the wage-price 
freeze. 
The March increase brought 
the index to 124.0 of its 1967 
base of 100, meaning it took 
$12.40 last month for every $10 
worth of living costs five years 
ago. 
In other major categories, 
housing costs rose two-tenths of 
one per cent; clothing, five- 
tenths; 
transportation, 
one- 
tenth; 
medical care, three- 
tenths; and recreation, two- 
tenths, the bureau said. 
Average weekly earnings of 


nearly 5 0 million rank-and-file 
workers rose $1.09 to $131.73 
per week and were $8 .08 or 6.5 
per cent above a year earlier. 
After allowing for the rise in 
living costs, the bureau said, 
the average paycheck was sev­ 
en-tenths of one per cent up for 
the month and 2.9 per cent 
above a year ago. 
“ This increase from a year 
ago was the largest over-the- 
year gain reported for any 
March since 1965 ,” the report 
said. 
The report said most of the 
rise in living costs in March 
was due to higher property 
taxes and higher prices for 


clothing, eggs, beef, veal and 
restaurant meals. Prices were 
lower for vegetables, pork and 
mortgage interest. 


“ Pork prices declined for the 
first time since October, 1971. 
Beef and veal prices continued 
to rise but the increase was 
less than in recent months,” it 
said. 


“ Prices of fresh vegetables, 
particularly lettuce and to­ 
matoes, declined sharply in­ 
stead of rising as they usually 
do in March, and fresh fruit 
prices rose much less than usu­ 
al,” it added.

Top Republicans say their 
plans to hold the 1972 GOP Na­ 
tional Convention in San Diego 
are running into more money 
and more problems than they 
had anticipated and they may 
have to switch the meeting site 
to Miami Beach. 
Sen. Robert Dole of Kansas, 
chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, said in 
New Orleans Wednesday a de­ 
cision will have to be made 
soon on whether to try tp over­ 
come the difficulties or change 
the site for the Aug. 21 con­ 
vention. A party spokesman 
said a decision may be reached 
Friday. 
John N. Mitchell, President 
Nixon’s campaign manager, 
was quoted by the Miami Her­ 
ald as saying the Republicans 
have “a real problem in San 
Diego ... I ’m not sure we can 
solve it.” 
R.L. Herman, vice chairman 
of the Committee on Arrange­ 
ments for the party, said: ‘‘Our 
architects and contractors in­ 
form us that all of the modi­ 
fications of the (San Diego 
Sports) Arena cannot be com­ 
pleted in time unless work can 
begin sooner than the arena 
owner presently will permit.” 
But Peter Graham, owner of 
the arena, told the San Diego 
Union: ‘‘There’s no way, in my 
mind, that the convention is go­ 
ing to leave San Diego ... To­ 
morrow or the next day we’ll 
work it out.”

thing,” Graham added. “ I think 
they are digging at somebody. I 
don’t understand why they are 
making me the bugaboo.” 
A source in Miami Beach 
agreed there was more to the 
problem than the arena and a 
reported shortage of hotel res­ 
ervations in San Diego. 


“ They knew those things be­ 
fore they selected California,” 
the source said. “ What they 
couldn’t know about then was 
ITT and the bombing of Hai­ 
phong.” 
He said the controversy over 
International Telephone & Tele­ 
graph Corp.’s pledge to aid the 
convention if it were held in 
San Diego has put a stigma on 
the Southern California town. 
And President Nixon’s decision 
to renew the bombing of North 
Vietnam, the source explained, 
would result in mass demon­ 
strations that could be con­ 
tained better in Miami Beach, 
which is linked to the mainland 
by a series of causeways and 
draw bridges. 
Miami Beach Mayor Chuck 
Hall, meanwhile, said the Re­ 
publicans had contacted him to 
discuss his city as a possible 
convention site, and “ Miami 
Beach is ready.” 
Republican 
officials 
are 
meeting in Chicago this week to 
discuss the San Diego prob­ 
lems. 
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whether to publish it. 
An. alternative, he said, is for 
newspapers to print whatever 
information comes into their 
possession—thus assigning edi­ 
tors the question of security. 
“ One must ask,” Maroney 
said, “on what basis do they 
arrogate to themselves the 
right to make such a serious 
determination. For although the 
members of the press are par­ 
ticularly well informed, they do 
not and cannot have access to 
all the facts ... whether a par­ 
ticular document or piece of in­ 
formation, which has been clas­ 
sified, should be published.” 
Anderson, whose recent publi­ 
cation of papers attributed to 
International Telephone & Tele­ 
graph Corp. and of secret 
White House discussions of re­ 
lations with India and Pakistan 
focused attention on the issue, 
said the government practices 
censorship-by-classifying. 
“The editors of this country 
have demonstrated their patri- 


as often as the people in the 
internal-security division,” he 
said. 
Anderson said he is told by 
numerous government sources 
that 95 to 98 per cent of mate­ 
rial that is classified should not 
be. “ This is not national secur­ 
ity,” he said. “ This is political 
security.” 
Another member of the pan­ 
el, Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr., D- 
N.C., said the overriding ques­ 
tion is “ this nation’s com­ 
mitment to a press free from 
government control.” 
“There can certainly be no 
greater danger to our heritage 
of freedom than an erosion of 
freedom of speech and freedom 
of press,” said Ervin, chairman 
of the Senate subcommittee on 
constitutional rights. “ Indirect 
assaults 
by 
government, 
through subtle harassment and 
intimidation or from increased 
regulation, can chill these free­ 
doms and put them into cold 
storage just as effectively as 
direct assaults.”

Dear Dr. Lamb— We read 
your column every day. My 
husband has had his fifth light 
stroke, but, since we live in a 
small town, we can’t find out 
from the library and our doctor 
doesn’t tell us the meanings of 
some terms we need to know. 
Would you please tell me what 
is meant by syncope, erysipel­ 
as, adrenalin injection and aur­ 
icular fibrillation? 
Dear Reader— Syncope is 
merely a medical term for 
fainting and, of course, it can be 
caused by a wide variety of 
things, such as bad news, 
standing at attention in parade 
formation, a needle puncture 
for drawing blood, or it can be 
associated with a stroke. 
Erysipelas refers to a bacte­ 
rial infection of the skin and it 
usually requires immediate 


treatment. It is caused by the 
streptococcus, which is a varie­ 
ty of the same germ that can 
cause strep throat. 
Regarding adrenalin injec­ 
tion, adrenalin is the chemical 
substance elaborated by the 
center of the small adrenalin 
gland that rests over the kid­ 
ney. Adrenalin is a vital sub­ 
stance to the body and mobil­ 
izes the body for “ fight or 
flight” in response to stress. It 
has a powerful action on the 
heart and circulation and is in­ 
jected as a medicine for this 
purpose under certain condi­ 
tions. 
Auricular fibrillation or at­ 
rial fibrillation refers to an ir­ 
regularity of the top part of the 
heart. The two top chambers of 
the heart are the atria. Some­ 
times they beat very rapidly or 
twitch or fibrillate. The rate 


may be around 500 beats per 
minute. When they do this, 
these two top chambers don’t 
contract normally. Even so, the 
heart function may be adequate 
in healthy people because the 
major pumping action of the 
heart to the arteries is accom­ 
plished by the two bottom 
chambers (the ventricles). 
How well the heart functions in 
the presence of atrial fibrilla­ 
tion depends on how rapidly the 
ventricles, or lower chambers, 
beat. 
Atrial fibrillation has been 
observed in relatively healthy 


individuals who don’t have any 
significant evidence of heart 
disease and one can even have 
the condition while engaged in 
fairly vigorous physical activi­ 
ty. It can also occur as a com­ 
plication of food poisoning, in­ 
digestion or anything which 
disturbs the body chemistry. It 
may occur as a single episode 
with acute illnesses and it can 
be precipitated by drinking too 
much alcohol. It also occurs in 
heart disease, including athero­ 
sclerosis and rheumatic heart 
disease.

Six reporters subpoenaed 
Colorful GOP figure will be missed 


CHICAGO (A P) — Six Chi­ 
cago Tribune reporters were 
subpoenaed Thursday by a 
Cook County grand jury in­ 
vestigating alleged vote fraud 
in the March 21 Illinois pri­ 
mary election. 
The reporters acted as poll 
watchers and election judges 
and also wrote stories about al­ 
leged voting irregularities. 
A Circuit Court ruling last 
year said reporters could not 
be subpoena«! without a court 
order, but the state’s attorney’s 


office said the six were acting 
“as private citizens who were 
performing an official func­ 
tion.” 
A Tribune official disagreed 
saying, “ It is our position that 
they were reporters in search 
of news stories.” He said the 
paper would seek to force the 
state’s attorney’s office to ob­ 
tain court orders for the sub­ 
poenas. 
A federal grand jury was also 
investigating the alleged vote 
fraud in the primary.

Percy, R-Ill., said Thursday 
night after a speech at North­ 
western University, “ I can 
show manipulation of book­ 
keeping. I am asking for a fed­ 
eral grand jury investigation.” 
In an address prepared for 
delivery today, Percy said he 
decided to ask for the grand 
jury investigation after hear­ 
ings earlier this month dis­ 
closed that bookkeeping prac­ 
tices of the Chicago Board of 
Education made it difficult to 
determine how much money 
was going for what and why. 
Of the hearings, Percy said 
"... We were left with the 
scandalous fact that the books 
of the Chicago School Board 
were prepared in such a way 
that federal monies seemed sal­ 
ted away in obscure nooks and 


crannies.” 
. In his prepared remarks, 
Percy hit two main points of al­ 
leged misuse of federal funds: 
—$5.5 million in federal Mod­ 
el Cities Program funds, for 
which an independent audit 
found records that didn’t enable 
them to determine the accura­ 
cy of expenditures charged to 
Model Cities. 
—$26 million worth of federal 
funds under Title I of the Ele­ 
mentary and Secondary Educa­ 
tion Act, which Percy said a 
General 
Accounting 
Office 
(GAO) report found channeled 
to areas beyond the intent of 
the act, designed to aid chil­ 
dren of low-income families. 
Percy did not say whether 
the U.S. attorney’s office had 
granted his request for a grand 
jury. 
James Redmond, Chicago 
school superintendent, would 
not comment immediately on 
Percy’s charges.

SPRIN G FIELD , 111. (A P) - 
Reporters know him as “the 
most quotable man in the legis­ 
lature” because of his knack 
for tersely summing up the 
frequent absurdities of the law­ 
making process.

They al­ 
ways let out a roar when he 
mounts the dais to fill in for 
Speaker W. Robert Blair. 
Citizens groups have heaped 
awards on him for his legisla­ 
tive labors and an unblemished 
record in an atmosphere that 
sometimes becomes pungent 
with wheeling and dealing. 
And yet when the next Gener­ 
al Assembly convenes, House 
Majority Leader Henry J. 
Hyde, R-Chicago, will not be 
there because, almost unbeliev­ 
ably, he lost the March 21 Re­ 
publican primary election. 
“ If it hadn’t been for Hanra- 
han crossovers I think I would 
have won,” the hefty, sardonic 
Republican leader said glumly 


the day after the election. 
“ Maybe I’m just flattering my­ 
self but I believe it.” 
In Hyde’s Northwest Side 
Chicago district, gut con­ 
servatism can, at times, reach 
a 
religious 
intensity. 
The 
eloctorate was made for fiery 
Democratic State’s Atty. Ed­ 
ward V. Hanrahan, who won 
renomination over the opposi­ 
tion of Mayor Richard J. Da­ 
ley’s organization, drawing Re­ 
publicans into the Democratic 
primary, and taking votes from 
Hyde. 
An even more important fac­ 
tor in his defeat, Hyde believes, 
is the fact that he lost the top 
position on the ballot, which 
many political professionals 
consider to be worth 20 per 
cent of the vote in a normal 
election. 
“ Let’s face it,” Hyde said, 
“ many voters just don’t know 
the name of their legislator.” 
Whether Hyde will be back or 
not in two years depends on his 
own political plans and the 
shifting tides of Northwest Side 
Republican politics. 


But it is not overstepping the 
bounds of news objectivity to 
report that his presence will be 
missed. 
That is because Hyde is one 
of the few lawmakers who can 
bring the spark of wit to what 
otherwise can be a trivial if not 
downright depressing process.

Hits at critics of business 
CHICAGO (AP) — American 
business is being undermined 
by critics who “ have lost all 
sight of how much is good in 
the American business sys­ 
tem,” says an official of the 
Department of Commerce.

CHICAGO (AP) — A Chicago 
police study reveals that young 
persons in the city committed 
homicide at the highest rate for 
age groups covered in a report 
of the city’s 824 murders in 
1971. 
The study showed that 305 of 
the killers were between the 
ages of 16 and 20; of those per­ 
sons, 49 were between the ages 
of 11 and 16. 
Other findings of the report 
released Thursday included: 
—Of the murders, 533 wereTn 
the personal altercation cate­ 
gory—husband-wife 
quarrels 
and like spats that got out of 
hand. 
—There were no reported 
crime-syndicate homicides in 


1971, although 13 killings were 
classified as 
“ underworld 
types,” meaning the victim had 
a background of criminal activ­ 
ity. 
—The most dangerous hours 
for Chicago streets are from 8 
p.m. until midnight, the safest 
from 4 a.m. to 8 a.m. 
—Saturdays 
recorded 
the 
most murders, 171, followed by 
Sundays with 148 and Fridays 
with 134.

the Chicagoan in 
greatest peril of being murder­ 
ed was a black man, age 21-25, 
living in an apartment on the 
city’s South Side.

SPRIN G FIELD (A P )- Dem­ 
ocratic gubernatorial hopeful 
Daniel J. Walker has begun to 
pepper the Ogilvie administra­ 
tion with volleys of criticism, 
and the governor appears to be 
intent on countering each blow. 
Walker, whose upset in the 
Democratic gubernatorial race 
rocked the party organization’s 
foundation, Thursday accused 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie of 
massing “ the most powerful 
statewide political machine in 
Illinois history” with the tax­ 
payers footing the bill. 
Earlier he câlled for the res­ 
ignation of Edmund Kucharski 
as ward committeeman and 
chairman of the Republican 
Central Committee in Cook 
County. Kucharski is running 
for secretary of state. 
Within hours, Ogilvie accused 
his challenger with under­ 
handed campaigning during the 
primary and vowed, “ I don’t 
intend to permit him to contin­ 
ue (the same way).” 
“ There (in the primary) he 
made a gross and demogogic 
appeal to every available prej­ 
udice without regard to the 
facts,” Ogilvie declared. “Time 
after time ... Mr. Walker was 
guilty of the most blatant dis­ 
tortion of facts.” 
Walker, at a news confer­ 
ence, appeared unruffled at the 
governor’s assault, calling the 
charges 
“ empty 
political 
words” and challenging him to 
elaborate. 


“ If he has specifics, let him 
point them out,” Walker said. 
In calling for Kucharski’s 
resignation as committeeman, 
Walker accused the Republican 
of forcing state employes to 
contribute to his campaign. 
Kuchrski is the assistant secre­ 
tary of state. 
Ogilvie said Kucharski “ can 
speak for himself” but accused 
Walker of “attempting to dic­ 
tate the conduct of men who 


have been nominated for public 
office by the people.” 
Earlier this month, Walker 
also said that three Democrats 
seeking state office should re­ 
sign their ward committee 


posts. They are Neal Hartigan, 
Walker’s running mate; U. S. 
Rep. Roman C. Pucinski, candi­ 
date for the U. S. Senate, and 
State Sen.
